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Belleville DDA considers $25,000 
‘partnership’ with Lake Fest/Chamber

Alicia McGovern, chairperson of 
the Belleville Downtown Development 
Authority, proposed a “partnership” with 
Lake Fest and Belleville Area Chamber of 
Commerce with a donation of $25,000. 

She said this was a recommendation 
of the DDA’s Economic Development 
subcommittee. 

McGovern, of Van Buren Township 
with her business in the Belleville DDA 
district, and Kelly McWilliams of Van 
Buren Township with her business in the 
City of Belleville outside of the DDA 
district, make up the DDA’s new Economic 
Development subcommittee, along with 
DDA Director/Deputy City Manager 
Tim McLean. McWilliams represents the 
Chamber of Commerce on the DDA. 

“It’s not seed money,” McGovern said in 
beginning her presentation to the board at 
its regular meeting on April 20. She said it 
was a “partnership” over Lake Fest. 

Director McLean recalled how when the 
person from the Northville DDA attended 
their meeting, she said it spends $30,000 on 
promotions. He said the Royal Oak DDA 
has a large budget and spends $100,000 for 
Beats & Eats. He said the money pays for 
neat things that can be done. 

“Lake Fest is something we can support,” 
said McGovern, adding that the festival 
has to pay for DPW and police presence. 
“If we have a recession, that would hurt.” 

Director McLean pointed out the lake is 
the biggest asset the city has and should be 
promoted. 

In a memo to the board, McLean said 
the Economic Development committee 
has identified the need for a one-time 
appropriation from the DDA fund balance 
to establish a line item in the budget for an 
economic-development-related item. He 
said this includes repairs and maintenance 
to various items in the streetscape on Main 
Street. 
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“The Economic Development committee 
has suggested a one-time appropriation of 
$50,000. A portion of this appropriation 
could be utilized for a partnership with the 
Belleville Area Chamber of Commerce on 
the Lake Fest event. 

“If the DDA board is receptive to this 
idea, my recommendation would be to 
take this to DDA Budget Committee with 
a recommendation,” McLean concluded in 
his memo. 

McGovern said they could truly “sponsor” 
Winter Fest and have a “partnership” with 
Lake Fest.

e Malicious destruction of personal property 
from $1,000 to $20,000; 

e Two counts of assault with a dangerous 
weapon (felonious assault); 

e Malicious destruction of personal property, 
from $200 to $1,000; 

e Reckless driving; and 

e Assault or assault and battery. 

The surveillance video of the incident is 
being shown on YouTube. Two females 
reportedly were meeting to trade clothing 
when a wild altercation erupted and the 
defendant crashed her car, which carried an 
infant in the back seat, into a person, several 
cars and gas station property before grabbing 
a baseball bat and breaking out a back 
window of a car. 

A Belleville police officer backed up the two 
Van Buren Township officers at the incident.

The probable cause conference for Ashton 
Linn Brooks, 30, of Detroit was adjourned 
from April 20 to April 27 because discovery 
is needed by the appointed defense attorney 
on charges of possession of burglar’s tools 
and larceny from a motor vehicle on April 5 
in Van Buren Township. 

The Brooks’ case is linked with the case of 
Kerry Williams, 31, of Detroit who has the 
same charges on the same date. His case was 
also adjourned until April 27, to keep the two 
together. 

On April 27, both cases were scheduled for 
a live preliminary exam on June 8. 

Drew Andrew Gilbert, II 

Drew Andrew Gilbert, II, 39, of the City of 
Belleville, was arraigned on Feb. 4 by Judge 
Oakley on charges of assault with a dangerous 
weapon (felonious assault), assault or assault 
and battery, and malicious destruction of 
personal property more than $200 on Nov. 20 
in the City of Belleville. He was scheduled 
for his probable cause conference on Feb. 
16. Personal bond was set at $5,000 and he 
was not to have any contact with the alleged 
victim. On Feb. 16, the probable cause 
conference was reset for March 2. On March 
2, the defense attorney said she needed the 
body camera discovery and Sgt. Kris Faull, 
who was present by zoom for another case, 
said she would check on if the body cameras 
were being used at the time of the incident. 
Another probable cause conference was set 
for March 16 and then adjourned until March 
30 and then adjourned until April 6 and then 
until April 13. On that date his live preliminary 
exam on the charges was set for May 25. New 
charges were filed for assault with intent to 
murder and two counts of assault with intent 
to do great bodily harm less than murder 
on March 18 in the City of Belleville. His 
probable cause conference was scheduled for 
April 13 and his preliminary exam for May 
25. He was being held in the Wayne County 
Jail on $50,000 cash/surety/10% bond and if 
he is released he must wear a GPS tether. 


VBT approves program to provide cyber security

“We deal in restful nights and warm, 
cuddly feelings,’ Kevin Fullerton, 


president of ThinkGard, told the Van 
Buren Township Board of Trustees at its 
workshop meeting on April 19. 

The contract that was discussed at 
length at the workshop, was unanimously 
approved in the regular meeting. It will 
cost $31,800 per year for three years. 

Fullerton, appearing by zoom, said 
his firm, founded in 2013, deals in data 
protection only. Based in Birmingham, 
Ala., it has clients in 20 states. 

It is Cloud Based/On-Premise Disaster 
Recovery for the township. 

He said his firm works with hardware, 
software, cloud, service backup and data 
recovery and tests every server every day, 
with storage in Pennsylvania and Utah, far 
away from VBT by design. 

If data from an entire office is lost, the 
office can be run offsite through this 
program. 

“We were afraid of the cost of the cloud,” 
said Supervisor Kevin McNamara, noting 
other communities have seen their cloud 
rates rise. He said Canton pays over 
$100,000 and the cost is high in Livonia. 

He said currently the township stores its 
drives at the fire station. 

Supervisor McNamara said there are 
imminent treats of ransomware in the next 
few years. 

Trustee Reggie Miller asked if they had 
other Michigan clients and Nolan Griffin, 
who was present in person from the firm, 
said the only one is St. Joseph Township. 

Trustee Miller asked about ransomware 
attacks on their clients and Griffin said 
there were six in 2021 and all their backups 
stayed in place. 

Steve Rankin, director of the township’s 
IT department, said he spent the last three 
months researching the issue and found 
ThinkGard to be the high bidder of three 
but having the best operation. 

“When I heard they go after backups, I 
feel vulnerable,” Director Rankin told the 
board. “I don’t want something to happen 
and then you ask me why I didn’t do 
something.” 

Trustee Kevin Martin said he thought the 
contract was a great idea, but he wanted to 
know who owned the data. 

Fullerton said when the contract is over, 
all information is deleted. 

“It’s a pretty fool-proof operation,” said 
Trustee Martin. “I’m all for it.” 

Treasurer Sharry Budd said, “I’m 
impressed.” 

Rankin said there are six servers in the fire 
department and old files are overwritten 
and can’t be retrieved. 

Fullerton said although his company was 


organized in 2013, he has been doing this 
kind of work for 20 years in the corporate 
community. 

When asked how soon he could start, 
he said the hardware is here and ready to 
go and after he gets the information from 
Rankin, it will take two days to get it up. 

Fullerton said VBT would get unlimited 
storage in their cloud. He said 90% of their 
base is in the public sector and the flat is so 
you can manage budgets. He said there is a 
very specific cloud for data recovery. 

Rankin said this would be just for 
township servicers and public safety, but 
the video from the cars and other videos is 
a vast amount of data. 

McNamara said there are 40 cops, 40 
cameras, and 40 cars. 

Treasurer Budd said they only save 
the videos for so long and then they are 
scrolled over. 

Trustee Donald Boynton said, “It’s a big 
deal, being a security person myself.” 

Trustee Miller thanked Rankin for being 
proactive instead of reactive. 

“Sometime we’ll talk to a body and they 
can’t make it work,” said Griffin. “Then 
there’s ransomware and then they call us 
back.” 

In other business at the April 19 meeting, 
the board: 

e Reapproved the Township Investment 
Policy and Authorized Investment 
Institutions. Treasurer Budd said this only 
adds the names where the township is 
investing; 

e Approved the price increase from $5 
per column inch to $7 per column inch for 
publications in the Belleville Independent 
as of May 1; 

e Viewed a video by Michael Japowicz of 
the VBT Police Department Accreditation. 
Present to comment were Sgt. Louis Keele, 
Lt. Charles Bazzy, and Sgt. Adam Byrd, 
who worked on the accreditation. Others 
who worked on the accreditation were not 
present: Police Chief Jason Wright was out 
of state on a family emergency, and former 
Public Safety Director Gregory Laurain, 
who has retired. The video will be shown 
on the township’s social media site and 
website. Trustee Boynton asked that it also 
be put on YouTube; 

e Approved the selection of Graphic 
House, Inc. for the Gateway Signage 
project for $176,698; 

e Approved selection of Graphic House, 
Inc. for the Park Signage Phase II project 
for $119,124; 

e Approved the selection of Santoro 
Services, LLC for the Belleville Area 
Museum Landscape & Irrigation 
improvement project for $100,819.15. 
Elizabeth Renaud, Director of Community 
Services, said the work includes removal of 
trees, landscaping, putting in a secondary 


patio on Roys Street, irrigation for the 
landscaping, redoing walkways, and an 
archway sign that mirrors the Fourth Street 
Square sign across Main Street. Work 
is expected to begin in mid-May and be 
done by the end of June, she said. Mark 
Russell of Russell Design said currently 
the museum has a “lackluster” appearance. 
They will add a couple of benches, the 
patio on Roys Street so people can look 
at the Model A in the glass enclosure, 
relocate the flagpole to a more prominent 
position in the front, add perennial flowers 
and automatic irrigation. McNamara said 
they are removing the parking area and the 
dumpster. He quoted Renaud as saying, “It 
will be transformative”; 

e Heard McNamara announce a visioning 
workshop on the Belleville Area Museum, 
5-7 p.m. June 1, at the Belleville Area 
District Library. He quoted Belleville 
Mayor Kerreen Conley as saying the goal 
will be: “Envisioning our future, while 
preserving our history”; 

e Heard Trustee Martin announce 
Community Day at the 34" District Court 
in Romulus from noon to 5 p.m. Friday, 
May 6; 

e Heard McNamara say the sidewalks 
that need repair in Haggerty Subdivision so 
property owners will know what needs to 
be done in their yards. Also, he announced 
southbound Haggerty from Tyler to I-94 
has been closed for the summer for road 
work. He said he has no word yet on the 
proposed roadwork on Haggerty between 
Ecorse and Van Born; and 

e Heard Steve Darke say via zoom under 
public comment that there has been graffiti 
for six months at the corner of Haggerty 
and Ecorse. He was told they were waiting 
for the weather to change to attend to the 
problem. 


COVID-19 deaths 
remain at 130 in 48111, 
positive tests total 9,152 


The total number of people who have died from 
COVID-19 in the 48111 zip code remained at 
130 as of Monday, May 2, according to figures 
from the Wayne County Health Department. 

The positive tests for COVID-19 in 48111 
totaled 9,152 on Monday, May 2, up from 9,068 
on Monday, April 25. 

On Monday, May 2, the separate totals released 
by the Wayne County Health Department for 
the tri-community were: Van Buren Township, 
6,273 positive cases, 87 deaths; City of 
Belleville, 1,046 positive cases, 13 deaths; and 
Sumpter Township 1,833 positive cases, 30 
deaths. 

The Van Buren Public Schools had 24 positive 
tests recorded last week. As of April 29 there 
has been a total of 596 positive cases since 
the beginning of the school year last August.

Beautiful Belleville 
Lake? Just don’t 
eat the fish 


The Michigan Department of Health and 
Human Services has released the newest 
Fat Safe Fish Guide, the pamphlet that is 
supposed to be given to people who buy 
their fishing licenses. 

The “Do Not Eat” advisory for fish has 
been upgraded to warn everyone not to 
eat any fish at all out of Belleville Lake or 
from Ford Lake, upstream in Washtenaw 
County. 

The booklet says filets of fish from the 
lakes and rivers in the state have been 
tested for chemicals. The chemicals of 
concern locally are PFOS. 

It lists fish not to eat from Belleville Lake 
as bluegill, carp, catfish, gizzard shad, 
largemouth and smallmouth bass, suckers, 
sunfish, walleye, and all other species. 

It warns that PFOS (perflourooctane 
sulfonate), a newer chemical, may continue 
to be found in the environment for a long 
time even though it is now rarely used in the 
U.S. It was used for waterproofing clothes, 
fire-fighting foams, papers and packaging, 
cleaning products, and pesticides. 

Potential PFO health problems include 
harming of thyroid function and brain 
development in fetuses and children. It 
warns eating even one fish isn’t safe. 

All this is to say, we can continue to enjoy 
the beauty and fun of Belleville Lake, but 
must NOT EAT ANYTHING that comes 
out of it. So sad.

“What does that mean?” asked Denise Baker, 
a member of the Finance subcommittee with 
Treasurer Sabrina Richardson-Williams. 

McGovern said the DDA could meet with 
them and see what they need or give them the 
money. 

Baker, a CPA who co-owns her business in the 
DDA district, said that amount of money could 
do some serious marketing. 

Treasurer Richardson-Williams asked about 
the $50,000 line item and was told $25,000 of 
that would be for the Chamber and $25,000 for 
McLean for maintenance of the downtown. 

Richardson-Williams said the budget has a 
$10,000 line item for promotions and she didn’t 
know they were doing something else. 

Baker said Economic Development is more 
than maintenance, which is more capital outlay. 

McGovern said this is a “starting point.” 

Richardson-Williams asked what is a 
“partnership” and McGovern replied they don’t 
specifically know, but the Chamber budget for 
the festival is $75,000. 

McLean said $25,000 would be good. 

“For what?” Richardson- Williams asked. 

McGovern said the DDA would meet with 
them and see what they need. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley, who sits on the DDA, 
said the DDA didn’t open up this “partnership” 
to any other group, just Lake Fest. She said 
the Lake Fest is in the Belleville community 
and Van Buren Township Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara says the lake is his and he loves his 
Lake Fest. 

She said they have seen one year of Lake Fest 
and it was going to become a 501c3 and then 
didn’t. 

“Twenty-five-thousand dollars without an 
idea of what for?” Mayor Conley asked. She 
said Lake Fest doesn’t want to pay for police 
and fire services, yet the city makes every other 
group pay. She said the other groups may say, 
“Why aren’t you partnering with us?” and “Isn’t 
my activity as good as theirs?” 

“If it’s a partnership, we should open it up to 
other groups,” Mayor Conley said. “What if the 
Council for the Arts wanted music twice a week 
in different locations in the city? We didn’t ask 
others.” 

McGovern said in the DDA’s strategic planning 
session they talked about partnerships. She said 
the Chamber is putting on one big thing for all 
and they are the only one putting it on. 

“I feel we need to be transparent,” Mayor 
Conley insisted. “Our ‘sponsorships’ fill out 
applications. I don’t remember the chamber 
coming to us. They do bring value. 

“They don’t operate out of that building 
[that they use as their address at 248 Main 
St.] and though they have a banner, there is no 
presence,” Conley said. 

“Hand over $25,000 and they’re profitable. 
What if $25,000 is left over?” Conley asked. 

“T feel we had no conversation on this,” Conley 
said, noting the DDA provided seed money for 
the Belleville Area Council for the Arts for the 
first two years of Music Lakeside. 

McGovern said this is the starting point for a 
potential partnership. She asked if they wanted 
to do something new or keep it the way it’s 
always been. 

Richardson-Williams said the last she heard, 
the Chamber was going to get a 501c3 and 
McWilliams replied, “They said they’d rather 
not.” 

Mayor Conley said it hadn’t been filed for the 
DDA’s request for sponsorship money and, “We 
let that go without any further conversation. 
They did well last year.” 


Mayor Conley said the DDA’s sponsorships 
go one to an organization and the Chamber had 
Lake Fest and Winter Fest, which was two. 

“That policy is a little gray,” she said, 
suggesting maybe the DDA should consider 
sponsorships per event. 

McGovern said they gave the Central Business 
Community $2,000 and they do a lot of things. 
“If we did per event, we could change that.” 

Mayor Conley said the DDA could consider 
how many people the event brings to the city. 
She noted at the strategic planning session the 
DDA members talked about a lot of things. 

“All of the surrounding area has to be lifted 
up,’ McGovern said. 

Mayor Conley suggested having a marketing 
line item, with a part-time person for social 
media to truly market the downtown. She said 
they could get a lot of input from businesses to 
get ideas for marketing. 

McGovern said they could meet with the 
Chamber and ask them, “What are you looking 
for us to do?” 

She said hiring a marketing firm or having 
a Chamber partnership? She said it’s a great 
starting point and they can’t get blocked on just 
one thing. 

“The Chamber is doing a lot of good things. 
They’re supporting small businesses,” she said. Hours 
[The Chamber has announced an “Economic 
Outlook” event in cooperation with McGovern’s 
business, Edward Jones Financial, at 11 a.m., 
May 23.] 

She suggested they go back to the drawing 
board. 

McWilliams said a lot of people are involved 
in the Chamber and she wants to back them in 
some way. 

“I’m not in the DDA district, but I support 
events,’ McWilliams said.
